Milk Drivers 302 Inaugur 


! As its title indicates, the C. U. is 
open to all unionized employes of 
the dairy industry regardless of 
their jobs. Applications to join may 
be obtained at Local 302 headquar- 
ters in the Pacific Building, 16th 
and Jefferson Streets, Oakland. 

Art Souza, president of the C, U. 
Board of Directors, adds that all 
eligible applicants must purchase 
at least one $5 share to become a 
member. In addition, a 50 cents in- 
itiation fee is charged all new 
members. 

In just seven short weeks, Souza 
revealed, his organization has 
amassed a working fund of $10,000 
And of that sum, approximately 
$2,000 is already out on loans. 

Souza pointed out some other in- 
teresting features of the Credit 
Union he heads. 

In the first place, the C. U. per- 
mits its members to borrow up to 
$300 on an unsecured loan. Any 
joan above $300 requires collateral, 


jsince all loans are dependent upon 


redit Union for Dairy Workers 


the approval of a 5-man C. U. Com- 
mittee, a member receiving such 
approval may borrow up to a maxi- 
mum of 10 per cent of the fund's 
gross capital, 

Secondly, interest rates are, as 
they say in the ads, low, low, low 
Borrowers are charged at a rate 
of 1 per cent per month on the 
unpaid balance, which comes to 
about 5.9 per cent over the year. 

At the end of each year all sur- 
plus money in the fund will be di- 
vided among the shareholders in
